I. Claims 1-11, drawn to a backlighting system for a display apparatus, classified in 
class 362, subclass 561. 

II. Claims 12-20, drawn to a method of controlling the power distribution to at least a 
light source within a display apparatus, classified in class 315, subclass 315/308. 

2. Inventions Group I and Group II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the 
instant case, the inventions Groups I and II are incapable of being used together since they have 
different functions/effects: the invention Group I leads to a complete structure of a backlight 
system for a display apparatus while the invention Group II leads to a process of controlling the 
power distribution within the display. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
